Unanimously To Reject Plan

The proposed City of Alto was 
nipped in the bud last night by 
the Marin County Local Agency 
Formation Commission. 
Commissioners 
unanimously 
rejected the petition for in­ 
corporation after a three-and- 
one-half hour public hearing be­ 
fore more than 100 persons at 
the Civic Center. 
The commission not only heard 
pros and cons of incorporation, 
but also a proposal that the area 
be annexed to Tiburon. 
Six hundred and ninteen resi 
dents had petitioned for an in­ 
corporation election, and judg­ 
ing by the volume of applause, 
the majority of those at the 
hearing favored incorporation. 
Commissioners held the pro­ 
posal did not meet the criteria 
for incorporation and was lack­ 
ing in information about eco­ 
nomic feasility of the move. 
The proposed city would cover 
1.626 acres bounded by Tiburon 
Corte Madera and Mill Valley, 
including a commercial strip 


west of Highway 101 which the 
commission previously approv­ 
ed for annexation to Mill Val­ 
ley. 
Although Mill Valley is pro­ 
ceeding toward annexation of 
this strip, there were no spokes­ 
men for that city at the hear­ 
ing. 
Before the vote, Commissioner 
Byron W. Leydecker, county su­ 
pervisor, said no “ substantive

Mill Valley School District 
trustees last night voted 3-1 to 
support unification of the Tamal- 
pais High School District. 
Voting “no” was trustee Ed­ 
ward A. Kemp Jr. Trustee M. 
James Norton was absent. 
The board adopted teacher sal­ 
ary schedules for next year rec­ 
ommended by its salary study 
committee. These raise the min­ 
imum from $5,254 to $5.460 and 
the maximum from $9.981 to 
$10,920. Salary for principals 
goes up from a $9,117 to $13,479 
scale to minimum of $9,981 and 
maximum of $14,742.

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GROUP APPROVES 
NEWBORN TESTS 


Measure To Prevent Mentally Retarded 


Children Voted Over Attack By Medics 


SACRAMENTO LP — An at­ 
tack by the California Medical 
Association has failed to stop a 
bill requiring every newborn in-1 
fant be tested for PKU, an af­ 
fliction that causes an apparent­ 
ly normal baby to become men­ 
tally retarded. 
The Assembly Public Health j 
Committee yesterday approved i 
the measure setting up a man­ 
datory testing program for the 
condition — phenylketonuria — 
after hearing CMA spokesman 
Dr. Dan Kilroy of Sacramento 
say: 
“It may be that I am old 
fashioned. It may be that doc­ 
tors are old fashioned. But we’d 
rather do things under free 
enterprise, rather than man­ 
date.*’ 
Lawmakers also heard this, 
from Assemblyman Clair Burg- 


ener, R-San Diego, father of a 
retarded child: 
“If tests are not made man­ 
datory, there will be born in 
California 
children 
who 
are 
mentally retarded and I certain­ 
ly wouldn't want that on my 
conscience.” 
The tests—on the urine or the 
blood—are now given a day or 
two after birth, at the doctor’s 
discretion. They determine if 
the child has PKU, which oc­ 
curs when the liver lacks a 
certain enzyme. 
Without the enzyme, the liver 
can’t break down a protein sub­ 
stance, which accumulates as 
the child drinks milk and takes 
other protein-rich food. Within 
a short time, the accumulation 
damages the baby's brain. If 
the test turns up the condition, 
the baby is given a special diet 
and retardation is prevented. 
Gas Tax Hike Gains

CONCERT REVIEW 
Young Pianist Returns 
To Tam High To Play

Robert Lamb, music award- 
winning graduate of Tamales 
High 
School, 
returned to his 
alma mater last night as a con­ 
cert pianist. 
The occasion was the second 
of this year’s scholarship bene­ 
fit recitals sponsored by the Ma­ 
rin Branch of the California Mu­ 
sic Teachers Assn., of which 
Lamb is a member, and was 
also sponsored by the Tamalpais 
High School Music Club. 
The young pianist does not yet 
seem ready for the rigors of the 
professional concert stage. 


Unfortunately not accounted 
for by possible nervousness or 
insufficient preparation was fail­ 
ure to interpret correctly and 
clearly distinguish differences in 
the styles of various composers. 
Phrasing, too, needs much work. 
These points were most notice­ 
able in the first group consisting 
of Mozart’s Rondo in D Major, 
K.U. 485, Haydn’s Sonata in E 
Minor and Beethoven’s Sonata 
in F Minor, Op. 2, No. 1. 
Unquestionably very talented, 
Lamb has strong points that 
were shown to best advantage in 
the impressionistic style of Ra­ 


vel’s “Sonatine”—his best num­ 
ber—and the contrasting strong­ 
ly rhythmic and dramatic Four 
Bagatelles, Op. 5 of Tcherep- 
nine and “Devilish Suggestion,” 
Op. 4 by Prokofieff. The Russian 
pieces he played with excellent 
staccato attack. 
An essentially sensitive and 
poetic nature was revealed in 
some of the cantabile passages 
of the Brahms Intermezzo in A 
Minor, Op. 118, Intermezzo in E 
Major, Op. 116 and Rhapsody in 
G. Minor, Op. 79, and Chopin’s 
Scherzo in B Minor was per­ 
formed with considerable elan. 
Ibert’s “Little White Donkey” 
and Villa-Lobos’ “Polichinelle” 
were delightful encores.

Space Twins Orbit Earth, 


Maneuvers Are Performed

foot main chute deployed at an 
altitude of 10,600 feet to lower 
the cabin gently to the sea. 
At 2:25 p.m., about five min­ 
utes after splashdown, a plane 
reported it had spotted the cap­ 
sule and said, “ happily it is 
floating.” 
In its fiery descent, Gemini 
3 built up around it an ionized 
(electrified) sheath of air mole­ 
cules which block transmission 
of ordinary radio signals. 
In a final successful experi­ 
ment, the astronauts squirted 
water spray through this “ plas- 
ma sheath” to neutralize the 
ionization and make communi­ 
cation through it possible. 
The experiment worked for 
high frequency communications, 
although 
there 
was

blackout of other kinds. This 
was the first time any commu­ 
nications 
had 
been 
received 
from a U. S. spacecraft during 
the final stages of reentry. 
The Grissom-Young flight was 
a space trial blazer looking to­ 
ward future U. S. landings on 
the moon. 
Nestled In their 7,000-pound 
Gemini 3 cabin, America’s first 
two-man space team soared into 
the skies at 9:24 a.m., EST, 
only 24 minutes behind sched­ 
ule. They were scheduled to 
land in the Atlantic about 2:07 
p.m., EST. They began their 
third and final orbit at 12:34 
p.m., EST. 
At 10:57 a.m., EST while fly­ 
ing over Texas in their first cir­ 
cuit, the space twins changed 
the shape of their or})it. At the 


time their flight path ranged 
from 100 to 142 miles above the 
earth. 
After firing some small rock­ 
et thrusters aboard their craft, 
their orbital path was more 
nearly circular, ranging in al­ 
titude from 97 to 105 miles. * 
Then, two hours and 20 min­ 
utes after liftoff, as they soared 
over the Indian Ocean halfway 
through their second trip around 
the earth, Grissom steered the 
spacecraft in a different dimen­ 
sion—to left and right. 
These maneuvers had the ef­ 
fect of changing the spacecraft’s 
landing spot 30 to 40 miles north 
of where it would have been oth­ 
erwise. Both steering maneuvers 
were successful and one official 
called it a “ truly historic ma­ 
neuver.” 
A spokesman for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration (NASA) said the agen­ 
cy was “ very pleased with the 
operation of the maneuvering 
system.” He described it as 
“ absolutely essential to future 
rendezvous m a n e u v e r s ” in 
which Gemini spacecraft will 
meet and couple with a rocket 
in orbit. 
The two-man Gemini - 3 cap­ 
sule rose from Pad 19 at this 
spaceport atop a Titan 2 rocket 
which belched reddish brown 
smoke from its twin engines 
generating 430,000 pounds of 
thrust. It rose into the sky on a 
pink column of flame and faded 
to a bright star - like point as 
Gemini hurtled toward orbit.

Dobbs reported the area was 
lacking in two characteristics 
that should exist to justify in­ 
corporation: a core area and 
physical cohesiveness. He also 
said incorporation would add a 
jurisdiction in an area where 
it is not necessary “ and may 
inhibit coordinated planning of 
Southern Marin.” He also said 
it would preclude expansion of 
two of the three adjacent cities 
to their natural boundaries. 
Spokesmen for the petitioners 
were greeted with rounds of ap­ 
plause when they made their 
pleas for incorporation. 
Mack Nicholaysen, president 
of the Bayview Heights Property 
Owners Assn., said incorporation 
was a question “ of the life or 
death of Alto as a social entity.” 
“ You have your cities. We 
want our city,” he said. 
John Walters, Alto-Richardson 
Bay Fire District commissioner, 
said the alternative to incorpor­ 
ation would be piecemeal an­ 
nexation, with existing cities tak­ 
ing choice areas and leaving 
the remaining areas with a 
smaller tax base. 
Mrs. Marion Harding of Alto, 
said incorporation would reduce 
the number of districts in the 
area from seven to four with 
combination of sanitary districts 
and lighting districts. 
Carl O. Heynen Jr., chief of 
the Alto-Richardson Bay Fire 
Department, a member of the 
incorporation committee, said a 
study showed the city would 
have an annual of $149,754 from 
sales tax, liquor license tax and 
motor vehicle tax funds and ex­ 
penditures of about $89,000 if 
services were not expanded. 
Under questioning by the com­ 
mission, Chief Heynen said he 
did not have figures on the costs 
of services in the future, and the 
potential tax rate. “ This would 
depend upon what the people 
want,” he said. 
Attorney Stephen H. Kauf- 


mann of 82 South Knoll Road, 
Strawberry, presented a petition 
with about 150 signatures of area 
residents asking the commission 
to reject the incorporation pro­ 
posal. 


There were 619 signatures on 
the petition for incorporation. 
Dr. Robert C. Cogswell Jr. of 
Strawberry, told the commission 
that 124 persons have requested 
that they be granted permission 
to circulate petitions seeking an­ 
nexation of the area east of 
Highway 101 to Tiburon. 


The commission also heard a

In one 
three-series streak, Gil kayoed 
Detroit’s Frank Lary, Cleve­ 
land’s Herb Score and Balti­ 
more's Skinny Brown in succes­ 
sion. It got so even a Walter 
Johnson would be afraid to 
come in with one out over the 
plate. 


THE SCORE affair was an 
American tragedy—not to say 
an American League tragedy. 
Herb Score was one of the great­ 
est pitchers of all time when he 
took the mound against the 
Yankees that day in 1957. He 
was just another 24-year-old has- 
been when he left the mound 
that day. His eye healed after 
a fashion. The buzzing in his 
ears stopped in time. But he 
never could bring himself to 
wheel the ball over the plate 
again with his old verve. 
The culprit was not entirely 
Gil McDougald. When he first 
came up to the big leagues he 
had a stance that was right off 
a moustache cup. Like Rocky 
Nelson's, it looked as if he had 
picked it up on a horse car — 
left foot splayed out at right 
angles to his right and his belt 
buckle facing the pitcher. The 
league 
hadn’t 
seen 
anything 
like it since “ Hoss” Radboum. 
It was a stance for a pitch shot 
to a wide-open green, not a 
curve ball. 


GIL McDOUGALD was spot­ 
ting the pitcher the entire right 
half of the plate. He was still 
batting an annual .280 to .300— 
which might win him the MVP 
today— but Casey Stengel, the 
manager, was disturbed because 
It was a dead left-field hitting 
posture which made hit-and-run- 
ning difficult. “ Would it do you 
some good,” he wanted to know 
in virgin Stengelese, “to stand 
closer to the plate with that 
other foot so’s some of my run­ 
ners could get to third now an< 
then on some kind of a hit 
ball?” 
McDougald changed his stance 
and the lives of several pitchers. 
Before you knew it, every other 
hit was going to the outfield via 
the pitcher’s mound, eye-high. 


McDougald had most of the 
pitchers in the league experi­ 
menting with an iron mask—or 
pitching so high and outside that 
the pitches should have been 
registered with the FAA before 
takeoff. 
Gil retired in 1960 at the ten­ 
der age of 32 with at least four 
good years left. Baseball guess­ 
ed the tragedy had something 
to do with it. Gil insisted he 
just was in a hurry to get into 
high finance. But when he turn 
ed down $50,000 the Yankees 
offered him, baseball winked. 


GIL CAME THROUGH here 
the other day on the trail of a 
scheme that seems more down 
the alley of a left-handed pitch 
er than a right-handed infielder. 
He think he’s found a lost silver 
mine. 
Now, ordinarily, when a guy 
starts hauling maps out of one 
pocket and certificates of stock 
from another, you’re entitled to 
one call to the Better Business 
Bureau. Also, to slam the door 
on his foot. It the story is fanci­ 
ful, you are entitled to open 
fire. 
Gil has a story that seems 
right out of a pulp magazine. It 
seems that there was once this 
here silver mine in Sonora 
Mexico, which was worked by 
some Jesuit padres who took 
out only enough to adorn the 
church and keep the service 
clean. This was in 1603. Anc 
then, one day, they either lost 
the map, or the burro who knew 
the way died. The mine lay 
dormant until 1860 when some 
Englishmen stumbled over it. 


IN 1911 (it says here), Pancho 
Villa drove the English off the 
mine. In retaliation the Englis 
blew it up, sealed it off ana 
threw away the key. How they 
did this without leaving a trace 
you’ll have to ask James Bone 
But I suppose anything’s pos 
sible. 
A n y w a y old Silverfinger 
otherwise known as G. J. Me 
Dougald, found two Spaniards 
who had fled Franco and redis 
covered the mine. And now he 
and some associates have form­ 
ed a corporation, bought a red­ 
ink Canadian company, secured 
a Swiss bank loan, boosted their 
stock from 3 cents a share to 
48 cents and hope to float a 
stock issue. There’s a mother 
lode of from one million to 26 
million tons down there, Gil 
says. Either way, at $52 a ton, 
there's enough to make the 
Comstock Lode look like a tea 
set.

Firing Of San Rafael Teacher 


Filing of formal c h a r g e s 
A g a i n s t a San Rafael High 
School teacher will be recom­ 
mended to the board of educa­ 
tion tonight by Supt. Bert C. 
Corona. 
The board meets at 7:30 p.m. 
In the former E Street School 
building. 
The teacher is John M. Swen­ 
son, an accomplished linguist 
who taught German at San R a­ 
fael High School last year and 
the first part of this year. He 
has not taught since shortly 
after the Christmas holidays, 
when he was hospitalized for a 
time. 
Swenson is not a tenure teach­ 
er—that is, he has not been 
employed by the San Rafael 
schools for a fourth year. How­ 
ever, under a law passed by the 
California Legislature in 1963, 
he cannot be dismissed without 
filing of formal charges. If he 
wishes to contest the charges, 
the board of education will sit 
as a board of review. 
Charges against Swenson are 
that he browbeat students and 
was unable to properly perform 


his classroom duties, according 
to Superintendent Corona. 
A long list of contract renew­ 
als for teachers will be presented 
to the board tonight. All of these 
presumably were agreed upon 
at the board's annual closed- 
door “ evaluation session” last 
Tuesday. 
The list includes 14 in the 
elementary schools and 16 in 
the high schools who are sched­ 
uled for re-hiring for a fourth 
year.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Brown Act's Preamble 
An Inspiring Statement 


“The Brown Act was born out of the 
(Joseph) McCarthy period and was not 
needed.” 
This is the advice given by the city 
attorney to Fairfax city councilmen. 
This same Brown Act, the state's so- 
called open-meeting law, evokes a dif­ 
ferent reaction from other quarters. 
Stanley Mosk, former state attorney 
general and now state supreme court 
justice, made the following observa­ 
tions at a statewide conference of the 
League of California Cities in 1960: 
“I earnestly and sincerely feel that 
the Brown Act, and particularly its so- 
called preamble, is one of the most re­ 
markable and inspiring statements on 
government that I have ever read . . . 
“This well could have been written 
by our founding fathers for it rings of 
the same free and determined Amer­ 
ican spirit that is founcfcin our Consti­ 
tution in those measured but sweep- 


ing words, ‘governments deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed’ . . . 
“Gentlemen, it seems to me that any 
attempts to poke legal holes in the 
Brown Act are blatantly contrary to 
the spirit and intent of the statute and 
that such efforts will certainly create 
antagonism from the public, the press 
and the Legislature. It will undoubt­ 
edly bring about amendments that will 
be based on the assumption, true or 
false, that you cannot rule under a rea­ 
sonable common sense concept without 
benefit of a chapter-and-verse guide­ 
book.” 
These are the words of the then At­ 
torney General Mosk, now supreme 
court justice, addressing representa­ 
tives of all cities in California. 
And he was referring to the same 
Brown Act, which is considered “not 
needed” by a city attorney in Marin.

There's A Deafening Silence 
On Repealing Liquor Price Law

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-The 
talk around the capitol about 
repealing the state’s fair trade 
pricing 
law on liquor has 
developed 
into a 
deafening 
silence. 
About the same is true of a 
Department of Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control proposal to take 
the 
quotas off issuance of 
liquor licenses. 
Seven or eight months ago, 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown shook 
up the off-sale liquor industry 
by making some comments 
about the price of whisky being 
too high in California. Time 
went on and the governor did 
not backtrack. 


EARLY IN THE 1963 ses­ 
sion. Brown said he would seek 
to repeal provisions for state 
enforcement of the Fair Trade 
Act. Along with this, Brown 
promised a program on liquor 
licensing, generally designed 
to stop the spiraling costs 
of licenses when transferred 
from one person to another. 
But all Brown ran into on 
the fair trade proposal was 
opposition. Reports are that 
he still has not found a legis­ 
lator who would care to au­ 
thor such a bill. Reports also 


are that he has been told by 
committee chairmen such a 
bill could not clear their com­ 
mittees. 
Thus there would be little 
point in the introduction of a 
fair trade repealer and it 
would cause friction without 
accomplishing anything. 


CALIFORNIA HAS a fair 
trade system for hard liquor, 
used in only two other states. 
Distillers, brand owners or 
wholesalers file price lists with 
the Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control, stating at 
what price they sell various 
brands of liquor and what the 
minimum retail price must be. 
The ABC department then 
must enforce the minimum re­ 
tail price. Penalty for selling 
below the fair trade price 
could be a license suspension, 
fine, or even revocation of the 
license. 


COMPOUNDING THE fair 
trade problem is the limit on 
numbers of licenses imposed 
by the state. In any county, 
there may be no more than 
one on-sale liquor license for 
each 2,000 residents or one off- 
sale license for each 2,500 per­ 
sons. Because of other restric­ 
tions, fast-growing counties do

not have even this many li­ 
censes and the prices on the 
open market go as high as 
$50,000 for a license which is 
sold by the state originally for 
only $6,000. 
Brown has said he feels this 
is just too much—liquor store 
owners are protected 
from 
competition because of the 
limit on licenses, and they’re 
protected from price competi­ 
tion because of the fair trade 
law. 
There have been esti­ 
mates the consumers in Cali­ 
fornia may be paying $175 mil­ 
lion more a year for liquor 
than they would if there were 
free and open competition. 
The bill now before the Leg­ 
islature, which would appear 
to represent about as far as 
the lawmakers will go, has 
been introduced by Sen. Luther 
E. Gibson, D-Vallejo, chair­ 
man of the Senate Govern­ 
mental Efficiency Committee. 
Gibson’s bill, S. B. 696, would 
prohibit issuance of any new 
on-sale or off-sale liquor li­ 
censes until Oct. 1, 1967. 
It 
would permit transfers of li­ 
censes from one county to an­ 
other,, now prohibited, provid­ 
ed the county was entitled to 
more licenses on a population 
basis. 


THE ABC department had 
favored an inter-county trans­ 
fer approach, to be followed 
in two years with legislation 
permitting unlimited issuance 
of licenses at a higher price— 
$15,000. However, the depart­ 
ment had favored permitting 
inter-county transfers without 
regard to population quotas. 
The department, 
and the 
governor, are expected to give 
reluctant approval to Gibson’s 
bill.

Marincello Tax 


Promise Unfair 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


One of the weaker argu­ 
ments advanced by backers of 
the proposed city of Marin­ 
cello is that it will deliver an 
annual tax surplus to Marin 
County. Since cities are not in 
the habit of making money, 
there has to be an unusual 
and ideal set of factors work­ 
ing perfectly together to pro­ 
duce a surplus. I do not be­ 
lieve Marincello would have 
the magical combination. 
First must come sufficient 
light industry, not dismayed 
by hilly terrain, and attracted 
by a labor force living right 
in the city. This labor force 
must be attracted by low-rent 
housing, made possible by con­ 
struction 
costs 
which 
this 
eastern 
firm 
says can 
be 
lower than for local builders, 
even though the same building 
code requirements and labor 
costs must be met. If housing 


for 
lower 
income 
families 
must be underwritten, this will 
be done by increasing the 
rents charged for luxury apart­ 
ments, an expedient which I 
question, since the climate of 
Marincello might cause a high­ 
er rate of vacancy. And, of 
course, there must not be too 
many school children to eat 
up tax money, not more than 
2,000 in a population of 25,000. 
It is misleading, therefore, 
to use a promised tax surplus 
as an argument in favor of 
this proposed new city.

Is being carried out by the 
Johnson administration in its 
war on poverty. 
Some old New Dealers, who 
looked upon business as the 
enemy of the federal govern­ 
ment, would turn over in their 
graves if they saw what is 
happening today. 


WHAT IS HAPPENING is 
that the administration—fully 
aware of what it is doing—is 
enlisting the motive power of 
profit to generate social prog­ 
ress. 
To do this the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity is letting 
contracts to private business 
to produce social services ex­ 
actly as the Pentagon lets con­ 
tracts to private business to 
produce bombers. 
This policy stems from the 
very top of the anti-poverty 
program—President Lyndon B. 
Johnson himself, co-ordinator 
Sargent Shriver, and Dr. Otis 
A. Singletary, director of the 
Job Corps. 
Shriver and Dr. Singletary 
and 
the 
big 
corporations, 
which are beginning to work 
with them, are breaking new 
ground in the attitude of gov­ 
ernment toward business and 
in the attitude of business to­ 
ward government. 
Business building ships and 
tanks at a profit? Obvious. 
Business building social wel­ 
fare at a profit? Ridiculous! 
But it is not ridiculous to the 
Johnson administration, which 
views business as an ally, not 
as an enemy. It is not ridicu­ 
lous to Shriver and Singletary, 
who are directed by Congress 
in the Anti-Poverty Act to 
“ marshall the resources of the 
nation” to attack the causes of 
poverty and unemployment. 
i 
ONE OF THE causes of un­ 
employment is the lack of edu­ 
cation and technical skills on 
the part of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of school drop-outs who 
can’t get jobs or hold them. 
To give these youngsters of 


bleak 
and 
poverty - stricken 
background skills, good work 
habits and hope, the Job Corps 
is opening 68 urban and rural 
training centers. 
They will 
have 40,000 students this year, 
probably 100,000 by next year. 
To operate these training 
centers, 
the 
Job 
Corps 
is 
contracting with universities, 
state schools and private in­ 
dustry. The Federal Electric 
Co. is operating the Camp Kil­ 
mer center in New Jersey; 
Litton Industries is running 
the Camp Parks center in Cali­ 
fornia. General Electric and 
Philco have subcontracts with 
universities to handle the voca­ 
tional training in Kentucky and 
Oregon. Other large corpora­ 
tions are interested. 


THE JOB CORPS makes no 
apology for allowing private 
enterprise to make a profit in 
providing social and welfare 
services. It is using some of 
the big corporations because 
of their wide, practical experi­ 
ence in vocational training and 
in developing new materials 
and teaching techniques spe­ 
cially needed to build the 
skills which uneducated youth 
must have if they are to be­ 
come employable. 
The profit will be limited by 
the tough, business-like, non­ 
elastic contracts which are be­ 
ing negotiated. Company over­ 
head and interest on invest­ 
ment will not be paid by the 
government. The net percent­ 
age of profit before taxes will 
range from about 3.7 per cent 
and down. 
This is a constructive, pio­ 
neer effort by the Job Corps 
and business to mobilize con­ 
trolled profit to the cause of 
social welfare. The Job Corps 
is turning to the best, special­ 
ized experts to help. And pri­ 
vate enterprise is responding 
with a high sense of public 
responsibility and intelligent 
self-interest.

INSIDE WASHINGTON 
LBJ Facing Decision 
On Viet Missile Risk

WASHINGTON - President 
Lyndon B. Johnson is grap­ 
pling with a grim choice in a 
deadly race against time in the 
intensifying air war in Viet 
Nam. 
He must decide between two 
fateful alternatives: 
1. To authorize massive air 
strikes to destroy the Commu­ 
nists’ crucial airfields, rail 
lines, marshaling yards, in­ 
dustrial plants and other vital 
installations and facilities at 
Hanoi and its main port at 
nearby Haiphong. 
So far, in the “controlled” 
bombing policy now in effect, 
these vital targets have been 
untouched. 
Only 
relatively 
minor ones are being hit in 
U. S. and South Viet Nam air 
attacks. 
2. To allow the Reds suffi­ 
cient time to install Russian 
SAM (ground-to-air) missiles 
capable of imposing as high as 
85 per cent losses on attacking 
planes. Such losses now aver­ 
age less than 3 per cent. 
Intelligence authorities esti­ 
mate the lethally destructive 
SAM missiles will be operative 
around April 1. 
Directly 
involved 
in 
the 
president’s “agonizing” deci­ 
sion is another equally stark 
problem—taking forceful meas­ 
ures to prevent the Soviet 
from delivering these fearful 
anti-aircraft weapons.

their ships from transporting 
the SAMs. 
Freighters loaded with these 
missiles are known to be en 
route to North Viet Nam. 
As has long been the case, 
President

council is split squarely down 
the middle over taking such a 
fateful calculated risk. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff are 
strongly arguing that one of 
two courses must be pursued: 
Either launch all-out air at­ 
tacks to demolish the Reds* 
crucial 
plants, 
depots 
and 
omer installations and facili­ 
ties at Hanoi and Haiphong, 
or use the Seventh Fleet to 
turn back the Soviet ships 
carrying the deadly SAM mis­ 
siles. 


SECRETARY of State Dean 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense 
Robert McNamara and Me- 
George Bundy, highly influen­ 
tial special White House ad­ 
viser on foreign affairs, are vig­ 
orously against both courses. 
They favor employing the 
Seventh Fleet to assist South 
Viet Nam to thwart Red smug­ 
gling of arms and guerrillas to 
the Viet Cong. But the trio is 
opposed to other naval meas­ 
ures, particularly intervening 
with Russian shipping, on the 
ground they would constitute 
acts of war. 
The Bundy-Rusk-McNamara 
position is that the “control­ 
led” bombing policy now in 
effect 
will 
exert 
sufficient 
pressure on Hanoi to bring 
about negotiations for a settle­ 
ment. 
The Joint Chiefs are con­ 
vinced that is an unsound 
theory. As evidence, they cite 
the incontrovertible fact that 
“ controlled” bombing has had 
no effect on Hanoi. 
It is the emphatic view of 
the military leaders that the 
Ho Chi Mmh regime can be 
“ brought to the conference 
table” only by two immediate 
stringent measures: Massive 
air attacks on the key Hanoi- 
Haiphong targets, coupled with 
a tight Seventh Fleet blockade 
of the North Viet Nam coast 
to bar Soviet and other arms 
shipments and supplies. 
So far, President Johnson 
has given no indication what 
ha ia likely to do.

Novato, which has been try­ 
ing unsuccessfully for years to 
get a park system going, sud­ 
denly may find itself with 
three of them this summer. 
The first one which the city 
actually worked on is the Pio­ 
neer Memorial Park, made out 
of the old Novato Cemetery. 
Although technically this is 
not a park for children to play 
in, they have been doing it 
for years. With the city taking 
it over, it will assume some 
of the dignity which it deserves 
as a memorial park. 


IT HAD BEEN the object of 
vandals for many years. Ef­ 
forts to get the former own­ 
ers to do anything about it 
were as futile as trying to bail 
the ocean with a cup. At last 
some church group took over 
restoring it. This work was 
quickly undone by the van­ 
dals. 
So disgraceful was the work 
of 
the 
ghoulish 
gravestone 
wreckers that decent - minded 
students 
at 
Novato 
High 
School 
volunteered 
to 
help 
with restoration work. So did 
adult service groups. 
There will be a public work 
day to clean up the cemetery 
this Saturday. The North Ma­ 
rin Youth Council and Novato 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
are heading the drive. 


ALL THE TREES have been 
trimmed and removed. Now is 
the time to clean up debris 
and brush. 
Perhaps when this centrally 
located park has been cleaned 
up and people can see the pos­ 
sibilities, adjoining lands will 
be purchased and the city can 
incorporate this as the nucleus 
of a city park. 


THE SECOND PARK, which 


is actually older than the city, 
is the Mahlsted Park at the 
end of Hayden Drive. This is 
an oval-shaped piece of ground 
that was dedicated to public 
use in 1890 by Home and 
Farm Co. of California. 
Although the park is small, 
it would make a beautiful spot 
to view the city from the top 
of the hill. The city has made 
no plans for this park as of 
now. 


THE THIRD PARK which 
may fall into city care this 
summer is already a going, 
developed park. The Novato 
Lions Club leased an area 450 
by 600 feet near the filtration 
plant at Stafford Lake, from 
the North Marin Water Dis­ 
trict in 1957. 
Since that time, the club has 
constructed a road into it, 
built rest rooms and picnic 
facilities. Now it wants to turn 
this over to the city for the 
city to operate as a public 
park. 
The water district board 
gave its consent last week. 


NOW THE CITY parks and 
recreation 
department 
will 
make a study of the cost of 
operating this park, refer the 
matter to the city parks and 
recreation advisory commis­ 
sion, and if it approves, to the 
city council. 
If the council approves the 
transfer, then the city will 
have a park at Stafford Lake 
which could be the nucleus of 
a bigger park. 
If the Novato Civic Founda­ 
tion is half as successful at 
getting funds and lands for 
city park system as some of its 
founders think, Novato may 
have a park system before 
some of the people are aware 
that there is anything going on.

Cause Him To Doubt Humankind 


M Y M A I L OFTEN brings me 
clippings of the likeness that 
appears in some papers with 
my column, to which various 
embellishments 
have 
been 
added. These revisions usually 
disclosed I had a hole in my 
head, but recently the artists 
have taken to displaying my 
horns. 
And the note this morning 
had this to say: “ You are not 
merely the Devil’s Advocate 
that you pretend to be. In your 
all-out support of Gold water, 
in your stubborn resistance to 
all progressive legislation and. 
above all, in your revealing 
hatred of the Negro and all 
other minorities, you expose 
yourself as the devil’s right- 
hand man, and I sometimes 
think you may be the devil 
himself. May you rot for all 
eternity!” 
Now that charge may or 
may not be justified, but I 
doubt whether it can be judged 
dispassionately in today’s cli­ 
mate. 


FOR IT IS SURELY no ex­ 
aggeration to say we are now 
tom asunder with hatred as 
never before in my lifetime 
and that the mob spirit fills 
the air. Everything is either— 
the phrase. I regret, is inevi­ 
table-black or white, and if 
you’re not for me all the way, 
you’re against me. Your lynch 
law is inhuman, but mine is 
noble because it is exercised 
in the name of friendship and 
brotherly love.

jack of spades. West refuses this 
trick. 
South carefully leads a club 
from dummy and ruffs the heart 
return. 


M ISSED OPPORTUNITY 


Now he l e ads the king of 
spades to force out the ace. 
South can ruff any return and 
draw the last trump, making his 
contract. 
East missed his chance to give 
South an earful. When South 
leads the ace of diamonds, East 
should drop the 10. 
South continues with the king 
of diamonds and East follows 
with the four. 


TWO DIAMONDS 


Convinced that East started 
with only two diamonds, South 
ruffs a diamond in dummy with 
the 10. He gets back with the 
ace of clubs to ruff his last dia­ 
mond with dummy’s jack of 
spades. 
But now West is sure to get 
two trump tricks, and the con­ 
tract is defeated.

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nancing issues on their ballot in 
the April 20 election: 
1. Whether the old San J o s e 
bond debt of $567.000 and the old 
Novato bond debt of $2.698.000 
should be “ levelled,” as assum­ 
ed by the whole new district. A 
two-thirds “ yes” 
vote is re­ 
quired. 
2. Whether the new district 
should issue $3.840.000 in new 
bonds, to make it eligible for a 
state loan, and 
3. Whether the district should 
borrow $7,680,000 from the state 
—possible only if the first two 
proposals are approved. 
The goal of all this, Supt. 
Jam es G. Bunker explained, is 
“ to build schools—this is a grow­ 
ing community!” 
District officials estim ate that 
the Novato area’s student popu­ 
lation boom will continue so 
strongly 
that 
$11,520,000 
will 
have to be spent within f i v e 
years to provide classrooms for 
all the pupils. 
As things now stand, Bunker 
explained, the new district has 
no bonded indebtedness whatso­ 
ever—and hence is ineligible for 
any state building loans. District 
taxpayers would have to ap­ 
prove a bond issue of some sev­ 
en million dollars—and still be 


new 
issue will not 
mean any increase in taxes, the 
district official claimed. State 
law sets a maximum allowable 
tax rate for repayment of school 
bonds; under the formula, resi­ 
dents of both old districts which 
make up the new district al­ 
ready were paying the maxi­ 
mum. 
However. Bunker stressed, the 
new district must assume the 
old districts’ bonded indebted­ 
ness or the taxpayers may be 
faced with paying off two separ­ 
ate districts’ bonds at the same 
time, each possibly at the state 
maximum rate. 
Where will the district spend 
the proposed $11,520,000? 
By September, 1966, the dis­ 
trict hopes to have ready for use 
at least 56 more classrooms than 
it now has. These include three 
complete new schools of 1 2 class­ 
rooms and two kindergartens 
each, plus additions to existing 
schools. 
By September, 1968, the dis­ 
trict thinks it will need more 
than 50 additional classrooms— 
plus a San Marin high school for 


1 .0 0 0 students and Sinaloa Junior 
High for at least 900. 
District experts predict that 
the present total enrollment of 
9,400 will jump to more than 
13.000 within five years.
